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DIVIDEND ENJOINED. 


Suit Brought to Stop Dividend on 
American Writing Preferred. 


The Dividend of One Per Cent. on the Preferred Stock of the 
American Writing Paper Company, Declared Last Octo- 
ber, Payable April 1, Has Been Held Up by Suit. 


A suit in equity was filed in the New Jersey Court of Chancery 
on Tuesday of this week against the directors of the American 
Writing Paper Company to prevent the payment of the regular 1 
per cent. dividend on the preferred stock of the company. The 
dividend was declared payable on April 1 by the directors at their 
meeting last October. 

It was not generally known that injunction proceedings had 
been instituted in the New Jersey courts at the instigation of the 
controlling interest to have the directors’ action in declaring the 
dividend passed upon by the courts. The stockholders were there- 
fore somewhat puzzled this week when they learned that payment 
of the dividend would be held up for some time pending the final 
decision of ‘the Court of Chancery of New Jersey. A director of 
the company is quoted as saying that the case would undoubtedly 
come up within a month or two. He stated that the injunction 
proceedings were of a friendly nature, and had been agreed upon 
as the best means of determining finally the exact status of the 
dividend question. The net surplus of the company in 1906 was $344,- 
484 and earnings were $1,294,484" An annual rate of 2 per cent. 
on the preferred stock would call for a payment of $250,000 on the 
$12,500,000 of preferred stock outstanding. The actual cash in the 
company’s treasury at the end of the past year increased by $438, 
831 to $1,134,600. 

The company will be compelled in view of this action to await the 
order of the court and pay out no money until the question has been 
finally threshed out. The company is now beginning to receive 
some benefit from the advances made on its product recently, and 
net earnings are starting to show a slight increase under the more 
favorable market conditions. 


Bandon, Ore., to Have a Paper and Pulp Mill. 


Banpon, Ore., March 24, 1907.—The Bandon Pulp and Paper Mills 
have just been incorporated by local citizens and local capital. 
The incorporating articles have been filed with the State Secretary, 
and are subscribed by C. T. Blumenrother, Charles Lorenz, R. E. 
L. Bedillion and W. D. Marshall, all of Bandon. The company is 
capitalized for $100,000, but that sum will probably be increased 
to $200,000. 

The object of the company will be to manufacture pulp and paper 
and the various pulp and paper products. An abundance of red and 
white cedar and alder in this vicinity can be had at bedrock prices, 
and it will make a very good quality of heavy paper. Rags will be 
used for the finer grades of stationery and writing paper. After

organization, immediate steps will be taken toward actual construc- 
tion of the plant, which bids fair to be well under way by early 
summer. The present plans are to make the daily output of pulp 
and paper 16 tons.

The commissioner re- 
serves the right to reject any and all bids. 


Referee Reports in Remington-Aldrich Suit. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., April* 2, 1907—Hon. Milton H. Merwin, as 
referee in the action brought by the H. Remington & Son Pulp 
and Paper Company against Nelson R. Caswell and the Aldrich 
Paper Company, has decided the case in favor of the defendants. 
The suit was brought to have notes and bonds amounting to 
$11,500 made by the plaintiff company declared void on the ground 
that they were illegally issued and were without consideration. 
The referee holds that the notes and bonds were used to pay a 
debt due the defendants, and that the plaintiff is not entitled to 
have them cancelled. He therefore dismisses the complaint. B. 


Opposing Co-operation of Water Power Owners. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., April 1, 1907—The project of the Wisconsin 
River manufacturers for the improvement of the water power of 
that river through the building of dams and the control of the 
sources of flow in the north is being somewhat opposed by- people 
who fancy their own interests might be affected. This is hardly 
to be wondered at. In fact it has always been the experience of 
the promoters of any great work of this kind. A bill has been in- 
troduced in the Wisconsin Legislature, now in session, providing 
for such granting of powers as are necessary to the purposes of the 
manufacturers, and this is being more or less strenuously opposed 
throughout the northern country, where control of the water 
sources is desired. What the immediate result will be cannot be 
foretold, but it cannot be doubted but that the object of the water 
power association will eventually be attained, as there is no just 
reason why it should not, and every consideration why it should.

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TO ADMIT ALL DEALERS IN WASTE. 


The Regular Banquet of the Association Postponed Pending Pro- 
posed Changes in the Bylaws—-New Amendment if Adopted 
Will Admit Dealers in All Grades of Waste Materials. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

PuiLapetpuia, April 1, 1907.—The banquet of the Paper Stock 
Dealers’ Association, which was to have been held at the Majestic, 
Broad street and Girard avenue, on Thursday evening, April 11, 
has been postponed for two weeks because of the fact that important 
business is pending before the association, and action upon it may 
have some influence on the banquet. On the 11th, therefore, there 
will be held the regular meeting. The banquet will fall on the 25th. 

The big question which will come up for discussion at the regu- 
lar meeting is a proposed modification of the association’s bylaws, 
which if carried will very widely enlarge the scope of the organiza- 
tion. At the present time membership is restricted to “wholesale 
dealers in and packers of paper stock.” It has been suggested that 
for “paper stock” there be substituted the words “waste materials.” 
If this amendment is adopted dealers in all grades of waste stock, 
rubber, metals, etc., will be admitted to membership. There is now 
no such organization, and advocates of an enlargement of the scope 
contend that the association would be made much more representa- 
tive and powerful if the doors were opened. For instance, the 
paper stock dealers are anxious that the city should abolish the 
steep grade between Delaware avenue and Front street, which 
makes the hauling of stock difficult. The association proposes to 
co-operate with other trade bodies to this end before the city 
council. If the association can appear, it is argued, as representing 
an industry which handles annually at least 1,000,000 tons of stock, 
it would be more powerful than merely as a paper stock dealers’ 
association. On the other hand there are those who declare that 
if the change is made the identity of the paper stock dealers will 
be lost and will be merged in the association of waste dealers. 

At the meeting the newly elected officers will take their place for 
the first time. They will be: President, Jefferson I. Lenhart; vice- 
president, Frederick Hennings; secretary and treasurer, William L. 
Simmons; and executive board, the officers and Patrick O’Neill 
and Simon Weil. 

Should the bylaws be changed as suggested the attendance at the 
banquet will be much greater than is now expected. E.R G. 


Machinery Orders for Japanese Mills Placed Here. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Watertown, N. Y., April 1, 1907—The Bagley & Sewall 
Company, of this city, has just booked one of the largest single 
orders for paper making machinery ever let in the world. The 
Harmon Machine Company, of this city, and the Ryther & Pringle 
Company, of Carthage, also have received big orders from the 
same source that the Bagley & Sewall Company received its. 

These orders were placed by Nao Takata, a Japanese engineer 
» who has been visiting the Bagley & Sewall Company during the 
past week. The order placed with the Bagley & Sewall Company 
approximates $250,000 for high speed Fourdrinier paper making 
machines. Mr. Takata is the chief engineer of the Oji Paper Com- 
pany, of Tokio, Japan. He left this city Thursday morning to visit, 
with Mr. Stuart D. Lansing, of the Bagley & Sewall Company, the 
Remington-Martin, Raymondville and Berlin plants, which have 
been equipped with the Bagley & Sewall Company’s paper ma- 
chines. In company with Mr. Takata was a Mr. Martin, who has 
also been visiting the Bagley & Sewall Company the past week, 
representing the great Edward Lloyd, Ltd., of England, the largest 
paper makers in the British Empire. Mr. Martin was here making 
preliminary investigations for the same class of machinery that Mr. 
Takata has purchased» The Oji Paper Company at present oper- 


ates three mills in Japan, one at Oji, one at Keta and the third at 
Nakabe. 

The Ryther & Pringle Company's order is for nearly all of the 
woodroom machinery, and includes steam kickers and steam load- 
ers, log haul, live rolls, steam feed swing saws, steam table kickers, 
steam log stops, splitters, chippers, conveyors and elevators. 

The mill is known as the Tomokamai Mill, operated by the Oji 
Paper Company, of Oji, Japan. 

Mr. Takata’s four machines which he has purchased from the 
Bagley & Sewall Company will be two machines 142 inches wide 
and two machines 100 inches wide. They will produce regularly 
over 100 tons of news paper per day. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company is building at this time for Japan 
two machines for the Fuji Paper Company, which is located at the 
base of the mountain of Fuji, the sacred mountain of Japan, and 
for Japan’s great ally, England, two machines which will be lo- 
cated near London, in close proximity to the mill of the Edward 
Lloyd, Ltd., whose representative has just left this city. B. 


American Writing’s Windsor Locks Mill—A Correction. 

By an oversight of all those with the make-up 
of last week’s Paper TRADE small piece of 
“hold-over” matter accidentally got in with the live news on page 
48 of that issue. The item referred to was many weeks old, as it 
told of preparations for a long shutdown of the Windsor Locks 
(Conn.) Division of the American Writing Paper Company. As 
the mill was started up on February 25 after the strike, and has 
been running since, and as that fact had been published in THe 
Parer TRADE JouRNAL, the erroneous impression created by the 
item is surprising. With apologies to the manager of the mill, 
who has been pestered the past week with letters of inquiry, tele- 
grams and telephone messages, we promise to be careful in the 
future not to shut down his mill without his permission. Since 
the mill started up after the strike there has been no sign of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the employees.—[Editor Paper Trape 
JourNAL.] 


Tileston & Hollingsworth Sell Their Eagle. Mill. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Boston, Mass., April 2, 1907.—The Tileston & Hollingsworth 
Company has sold its Eagle Mills property, located at Dorchester 
Lower Mills and Milton, to the Walter Baker Company, the 
celebrated chocolate manufacturing company. The plant consists 
of 4 acres of land on both sides of the Neponset River, the Dor- 
chester Lower Mills portion being covered with large manufac- 
turing buildings, used for the Tileston & Hollingsworth Com- 
pany’s paper business. 

The Walter Baker Company purchases the property for invest- 
ment, and it is understood that the Tileston & Hollingsworth 
Company makes the sale with the idea of concentrating all its 
business at its larger and more modern mill in Hyde Park. The 
plant at the latter place has been improved during the last year 
and its output largely increased. The Tileston & Hollingsworth 
Company expects to handle the business of both its mills under 
one roof in Hyde Park. On the Dorchester side the property is 
assessed for $97,300, there being a taxed value of $13,700 on the 
170,937 square feet of land. The Milton portion of the property 
brings the total assessed value up to $120,000.

NO CHANGE IN UNION BAG. 


The Report That President Fisher Is to 
Resign Is Positively Denied. 


The Publication by a Wall Street News Bureau That Ill Health 
and Friction With His Associates Might.Force Presi- 
dent Fisher’s Resignation Has Been Denied. 


The report that President Fisher, of the Union Bag and Paper 
Company, would resign at the annual meeting of the company next 
Wednesday has been most emphatically denied by Edgar G, Barratt, 
vice president of the company. 

The rumor to the effect that Mr. Fisher intended to give up his 
position has been current in the New York market for a number 
of weeks. Owing to the nearness of the annual meeting no men- 
tion of the matter was made in the columns of THe Paper TRADE 
Journat. The rumor has, however, “got into print,” the Wall 
Street Journal on Wednesday of this week publishing the follow- 
ing story: 

“The annual meeting of the Union Bag and Paper Company 
will be held next week, at which time the report for the year end- 
ing January 31 will be issued. 

“There have been rumors afloat in paper trade circles in-the last 
few months regarding the future of this company. The principal 
idea prevalent seems to be that there is internal dissension in the 
management which threatens the future of the company. It is also 
rumored that President Fisher will retire because of ill health and 
friction with his associates. 

“That President Fisher has been in ill health for some time 
cannot be controverted. The rumor that there is friction between 
him and other officers of the company, however, is denied. 

“That the company is now receiving a greater net return on its 
products is an established fact. This can be ascribed to two 
reasons—the ownership of woodlands and the increased sale price 
of its products. The company has pulp woodlands which if con- 
servatively administered will provide a sufficient supply of pulp 
wood for at least fifty years. As a matter of fact the company is 
in a position to sell wood to its competitors at $10.50 a cord which 
sold at $6 per cord when the lands were acquired about two years 
ago. ; 

“A director of the company says it is not believed that the divi- 
dend on the preferred stock will be restored from the present rate 
of 4 per cent. to the old rate of 7 per cent. for some time. The 
carrying charges for the item of woodlands must be paid, although 
the company has not yet begun to market the wood. These lands 
will be revenue producers in a short time, and they will then not 
only meet their carrying charges but will net a substantial return 
to the company as well.” 

The report that there is any friction between Mr. Fisher and 
his associates in the company is not believed in the paper trade. 
This feature of the report received a prompt denial from Vice 
President Barratt. 


To Build a Pulp Mill on Island of Anticostj. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, April 1, 1907—Everybody has heard how 
Menier, the “chocolate king” of Paris, France, bought the Cana- 
dian island of Anticosti, lying in the Gulf of St. Lawrence, and 
what he intended to do with it. Reports are now to hand which 
show that development on commercial lines is going rapidly for- 
ward. Thousands of acres of land have been cleared and the soil 
found to be of excellent quality for agriculture. Roads and bridges 
have been built and quite a number of settlers induced to come 
from the mainland of Quebec. The capital of the island is Ellis 
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Bay, and here a breakwater nearly a mile long has been built. 
There is a large water power at Vanreal, 20 miles from Ellis Bay, 
and here a sawmill is already in operation, and it is proposed in the 
coming season to erect a pulp mill. The island is reported to be 
thickly covered with pulp wood as well as with large spruce. There 
are estimated to be more than a million and a half acres of pulp 
wood on the island, so that the importance of this development 
from a paper maker’s standpoint can be readily realized. Een 


Colin Gardner Company Raises Wages. 

Mipptetown, Ohio, April 1, 1907——The Colin Gardner Paper 
Company has during the past six months raised the salaries in all 
departments of its plant with the exception of the beater room, and 
last week this department was also remembered, the employees 
having their wages advanced 16% per cent. This is the first mill 
in the valley that has been reported as voluntarily increasing the 
salaries paid its employees. This unsolicited recognition coming 
from their employers is very gratifying to the employees of the 
Colin Gardner Paper Company. 


Wages Increased at Mills at Oregon City, Ore. 

Orecon City, Ore., March 25, 1907.—Both the Willamette Pulp 
and Paper Company and the Crown-Columbia Pulp and Paper 
Company today announced an advance of 20 cents a day to apply 
to all men in their employ who did not profit by the raise that was 
made March 11. At that time all the men who were earning $2 
a day received an increase of 20 per cent., and it was announced 
that others would be raised later. This increase in wages means 
an additional expense to the mills of about $40,000, and places the 
Oregon City mills at the head of all the paper mills in the country 
in wage scale. Wages here are from 30 to 40 per cent. higher than 
in the paper mills of the East. The first raise was brought about 
by threats of a strike among the men employees, but there are no 
complaints of late from the dissatisfied ones. 


A Boiler Bursts—A Smokestack Pulled Down. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, April 1, 1907—Two mishaps marred the week in 
the valley, though luckily neither was attended by loss of life. 
At the Union Wax and Parchment Paper Company’s plant at 
Franklin a boiler exploded and a portion of the brick wall of the 
boiler house was torn out. No one was seriously injured. The 
company is removing its plant to New Jersey, but the mill will not 
remain idle long, as preparations are already under way for a 
new industry. 

At West Carrollton considerable excitement was occasioned 
among the employees by a peculiar accident. The 150 foot smoke- 
stack of the parchment plant was pulled down by a carload of 
girders which projected from the car, catching the guy ropes of 
the stack, the moving train pulling the stack over. One section of 
the stack fell through the roof of the machine house and broke a 
steam pipe, though no serious damage was done. The remainder 
of the stack fell into the canal. None of the employees were in- 
jured. M. V.

Trying to End Litho’ Strike. 


The first serious attempt which has been made to end the gen- 
eral strike of the lithographers throughout the country, which 
began last August, has been started and it is believed that it will 
lead to conferences resulting in a settlement between the work- 
men and the employers. The initiative has been taken by the New 
York local of the Lithographers’ Protective and Beneficial Asso- 
ciation, which has voted to submit a proposed new five year agree- 
ment to all the members of the National Association of Employing 
Lithographers, containing a modification of the eight hour demand 
made by the men last August, and which was the direct cause of 
the strike. 

The strike has now been in existence for more than eight months, 
with neither side willing to make any direct overtures regarding 
the settlement of the strike. Both sides, however, seem willing 
to arbitrate the differences, providing a conference can be brought 
about through outside interests. The new five year agreement 
provides among other things that the fifty-one hour working 
week go into effect on January 1, 1908, and the forty-eight hour 
week on July 1, 1908; that the men to be employed be taken from 





the International Lithographers’ Protective and Beneficial Asso- 
ciation, except when it cannot supply a sufficient number of men, 
and that the representatives of the union must have the permission 
of the employers before they can go through the plants. By a 
vote of 431 to 81 the New York local has voted in favor of 
submitting this agreemnent to the employers, and it was stated by 
the executive committee of the New York local last week that the 
various branches of the union throughout the country were now 
taking a vote on the question. 


To Build a Big Dam Across the Connecticut. 


BratrL_eporo, Vt., April 1, 1907——Amended charters have just 
been granted to the Connecticut River Power Company to build a 
dam across the Connecticut River from Coopers Point, Hinsdale, 
N. H., to Vernon, Vt. The dam will be of reinforced concrete and 
will develop 12,000 horse power. It will cost about $1,000,000. 
When constructed the water in the river will be forced back, mak- 
ing a lake 8 miles long. Work on the big undertaking will be com- 
menced this spring. 

New York capitalists are said to be interested. Henry I. Harri- 
man and Malcolm G. Chase represent the New York parties. Be- 
cause of the prospective cheapness of the power to be sold ($25 to 
$30 per horse power) a great industrial development is predicted 
for the contiguous towns. 


Holyoke Interested in the Big Dam. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Hotyoxe, Mass., April 1, 1907—Holyoke manufacturers, and es- 
pecially the officials of the Holyoke Water Power Company, are 
watching with much interest the progress of the attempt to organ- 
ize a company for the purpose of constructing a dam across the 
Connecticut River at Brattleboro, Vt. The manufacturers at 
Turners Falls are also interested in the progress of this company, 
which seems to be assured, as does the construction of the dam. 
It is stated that work will be commenced on the structure during 
the current summer, and that plans for it have already been made 
and in the main approved. Prominent Massachusetts men are said 
to be connected with the enterprise, the object of which, it is said, 
is to generate electricity for commercial purposes. Just how the 
new dam will affect the flow of the river at Turners Falls and this 
city has not been determined so far as can be learned, but the Hol- 
yoke Water Power Company will preserve whatever rights it may 
have in the flow of the river. 

If the new structure seriously interferes with the capacity of the 
Holyoke mill powers, which are rated at about 30,000 horse power, 
and the flow of the river is illegally retarded by the enterprise, it is 
likely that legal action will be taken by the Holyoke Water Power 
Company to obtain for its customers all of the water that it is pos- 
sible to get. The extent of damage, if any, to the local manufac- 
turers and the water power company that the construction of the 
new dam will cause will be somewhat of a complex question, as it 
is not understood that the flow of any portion of the river is to be 
diverted. 

In this connection the planning for the future that is being done 
by some Boston hydraulic experts is also of interest to the Deer- 
field and Connecticut River valleys, as in a published statement it 
is avowed that at no greatly distant date the metropolitan water 
supply of that city will have to be extended so as to take in the flow 
of the Deerfield River, and thereby cut it off from the Connecticut, 
which will reduce the flowage of the latter by a considerable amount. 
It is not likely, however, that this will be done in the immediate 
future, and the Holyoke manufacturers will have a considerable 
time to prepare themselves. Ferry.

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THE MARKET CONTINUES STRONG. 


There Is No Change in the General Trade Situation, All the 
Mills Being Full of Orders, With New Business Above 
the Average fcr This Season—Prices Firm. 


The demand for paper was rather slow in the New York mar- 
ket this week, and the slump in new business was quite notice- 
able, especially among the dealers. The manufacturers in general 
are largely oversold, and a slight decrease in new orders would 
not affect the mills at present. No particular reason is vouchsafed 
for the depression, which is apparently only another temporary lull 
such as has been experienced on previous occasions, The water 
supply is gradually improving, and some points in northern New 
York have an abundance of water power as a result of the remark- 
ably mild weather of the past week. Most of the mills in the East 
are now running full. The scarcity of ground wood and sulphite 
will be relieved by the increased output, now that the majority of 
the mills are reported as running again. The market is still many 
thousands of tons of paper short, and even under the most favor" 
able conditions it will require some time to reduce the shortage. 
Shipments are still being delayed, and the railroads are not making 
any serious attempts to relieve the congestion. A reduction in free 
storage privileges on paper by the New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania railroads, to become effective April 15, caused quite a 
stir in the New York trade. The time of free storage has been 
reduced from ten to four days, at which time if the goods are not 
removed they will be placed in public store at the expense of the 
consignee. With no surplus stocks of paper or raw materials on 
hand at any of the mills, the manufacturers say that under such 
conditions there is no possibility of lower prices on paper during 
the balance of this year. Some state that it will take the remain- 
der of 1907 to supply the prevailing shortage, even with the mills 
running to their full capacity. The manufacturers of No. 2 white 
and manila tissue paper and the toilet paper manufacturers held 
separate meetings in New York last week to strengthen their re- 
spective associations. Both associations agreed to maintain prices 
on the present basis. The scarcity of news paper continues, 
with a number of the mills still refusing to accept new orders. 
The other grades clearly demonstrate by their ‘continued firmness, 
notwithstanding the rumors of depression, the solidarity of the 
whole paper market. 


Demand Continues Active at Holyoke.

Business with the mills the past week has been quite active, re- 
maining in many instances unchanged from the previous week. As 
a rule all mills have been run on full time, and many of them have 
turned out all of the finished paper possible. It is stated that a few 
of the mills have about all of the business on hand that they care 
for and enough orders in hand to run them for several months if 
no more orders were received. 

The mills of the American Writing Paper Company are all run- 
ning full in this city. The company reports a satisfactory trade in 
all departments. There has been a good demand for all grades of 
paper made by the company. 

The two mills of the Whiting Paper Company in this city have 
been well filled with orders. All departments are running full. 
The plant of the Collins Manufacturing Company, at North Wil- 
braham, is also running with a good supply of orders.

The Crocker-McElwain Company, which has been busy for some 
weeks in adding to its plant, is well supplied with orders, and 
the additional machinery installed can be used to advantage at once 
in caring for the increasing trade.

as being brisk. All machines are turning out paper, and the com- 
pany has difficulty in keeping up with the demand made upon it. 

The Carew Manufacturing Company, at South Hadley Falls, re- 
ports a satisfactory business, and the mill is well stocked with 
orders. 

The L. L. Brown Paper Company, at Adams, has a generous sup- 
ply of orders, and is compelled to run the mill nights in order to 
turn out paper to meet the demand. 

The mills of the Byron Weston Company, at Dalton, are being 
run full, as are the Crane mills in that town. All of the Dalton 
mills have about all of the business that they can attend to. 

Rumors of additional increases in prices on some grades of 
paper have been current in some circles, but are viewed with appre- 
hension as to their correctness, it being believed that prices will not 
be advanced again by the mills for some time at least. 
if the demand for the finer grades of paper continues it is possible 
that minor rearrangements of the discount sheets may be made by 
some of the mills, but no official announcement to this effect is 
being made.

Some of the trade visitors claim that they 
come to town more from force of habit than for orders, since 
business now seeks the manufacturer by mail and by telephone— 
so changed are conditions.

App.Leton, Wis., April 1, 1907.—If there is any contraction in 
business coming the paper industry does not yet show evidences of 
it.

Toronto Paper Men Talking of Three Cents for News. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, Canada, Aprif 1, 1907.—While the talk may be prema- 
ture it is certainly significant that paper men in Toronto are now 
beginning to talk of 3 cent news print. The spring, has not brought 
its expected water Supply yet, while the supply of pulp wood on 
hand has been growing steadily less. The pinch will doubtless 
come just before the new supply of wood reaches the mills. It is 
stated that some Ontario and Quebec paper mills have been paying 
$24.50 for ground wood at their mills, while for sulphite pulp, as 
one manufacturer put it, the pulp men can get almost any price 





they ask; $55 laid down is reported. It is said that in the past 
week an order for 5,000 tons of news print has gone begging. Or- 
dinarily Canadian paper makers would tumble over one another to 
get a look at such an order. Owing to the shortage in Scandinavia 
German paper makers and publishers have been looking more than 
ever to Canada for pulp and paper. At present, owing to tariff dif- 
ficulties between Canada and Germany, there is a surtax charged 
by Canada upon all German goods coming into this country, but 
in spite of this Germans are looking this way for paper, and if 
the countries come together again paper exports would be bound 
to boom. These things, with higher cost of labor, higher cost of 
building and supplies, are making paper makers think as well as 
talk about higher prices for their product. L. 


Toilet Paper Men Meet. 

The toilet paper manufacturers held a meeting in New York 
on Thursday of last week. No change in prices was made, and 
with the exception of general trade matters nothing of importance 
was discussed at the meeting. Quotations on toilet paper are now 
practically governed by the prevailing prices on tissue paper, ad- 
vancing or declining, as the case may be, in sympathy with the 
tissue market. The toilet paper men have now some sort of an 
arrangement by which they agree to co-operate with the tissue 
paper manufactureres in upholding prices, 


Meeting of Manila Tissue Manufacturers. 

The manufacturers of manila tissue paper held a meeting at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York, on Wednesday of last week. 
E. C. Robertson, president of the association, presided. For several 
months past reports had reached some of the more prominent 
members of the association which indicated that a number of the 
small manufacturers were selling paper below the association’s 
prices, which were established at a previous meeting. Last week’s 
meeting was called for the purpose of discussing market conditions 
and the question of maintaining prices. The price question has 
been up to the present time the weakest feature of the association. 
All the manufacturers who were present at the meeting were 
urged to maintain prices. Meetings will probably be held more 
frequently in the future in order to keep the manufacturers inter- 
ested in the main object of the association, which is co-operation 
for mutual benefit. Those present agreed not to accept any new 
business for delivery later than June 1. It was also agreed to 
continue prices on the present basis for an indefinite period, de- 
pending entirely upon the future state of the market. 





Hinckley Fibre Company Makes a $200,000 Stock Issue. 
[Prom OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Dayton, Ohio, April 1, 1907.—Considerable interest was mani- 
fested during the week in the issue of $200,000 7 per cent. pre- 
ferred stock of the Hinckley Fibre Company, whose mill is at 
Hinckley, N. Y. This concern is one of the best known in the 
country. The mill is the second largest in the United States de- 
voted exclusively to the manufacture of sulphite fibre. It has had 
the advantage of being located near large tracts of spruce timber, 
much of it coming from the nearest Southern States, and the 
method of transportation, largely by water, has been a decided 
help in making the company unqualifiedly successful. The com- 
pany is capitalized at $600,000, of which $350,000 is common stock 
and $250,000 preferred stock. The profits for the six years ending 
April 30, 1906, were $530,349.22, of which $267,687.50 has been paid 
in dividends and the balance carried to the surplus. The average 
net earnings for the past six years have been $88,30%.53. The pre- 
ferred stock proved to be a popular investment during the week. 
The net quick assets of the company are larger than the issue of 
the preferred stock, and the preferred stock is a lien on these assets, 
in addition to the entire plant.

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J. P. LEWIS EXPLAINS HIS POSITION. 


The Report of the Hearing on the Water Storage Bill Which 
Appeared in the Daily Papers Objected to By Mr. 
Lewis—Facts Relating to the Beaver Dam. 


Epirok THe Paper Trave JouRNAL: 

Dear Srr—An article published in the New York Times under 
date of Thursday, March 21, has a heading “State Officials Profit by 
Dams.—Syracuse Lawyer Pins’ Commissioner Lewis and Makes 
Him Stand Up and Retract Denial.” 

This heading is manifestly at variance with the facts in the case, 
and believing that you are desirous of giving to the public a true 
statement of what occurred at the hearing before the joint com- 
mittee of the Senate and Assembly over the water storage bill, and 
also asking in justice to myself that a fair statement be given to 
the public, I herewith send you for publication a statement of what 
actually occurred at the time, and would thank you for the courtesy 
of making this correction. 

1 do not care to cover all the ground taken up in the water stor- 
age question, but simply to straighten out especially the case of the 
Beaver River reservoir, and it is no doubt parallel to every other 
case in the Adirondacks. 

First, the Beaver River reservoir case came into existence be- 
cause of the fact that the State had diverted from its proper channel 
the waters of the Black River, and, in order to avoid a lawsuit with 
the water power owners at Watertown and along the Black River, 
had built a dam and created a reservoir at Stillwater, on the Beaver 
River; and quite a number of years ago—about the year 1900— 
owing to the dilapidated condition which the dam was getting into, 
the State built, still farther down the river, a new concrete dam, 
which is the one now used, and this was done by the State in part 
compensation for the water which it had diverted from the head- 
waters of the Black River into the Erie Canal. 

Second, the Beaver River Club, of which Mr. William P. Good- 
elle, of Syracuse, is president, and which occupies a site near the 
foot of this reservoir, purchased the property some years after the 
reservoir was built. Without the reservoir the property would have 
no more value than any other property of the size situated any- 
where in the wilderness, for because of the building of the reser- 
voir and the overflow of some undesirable swamp land in front of 
the clubhouse it is and has been a very desirable location. 

In response to the question by one of the committee as to 
whether it is true that the Beaver River Club had some time used 
$5,000 for the clearing up of dead timber around their property, 
which sum had been appropriated by the State for the purpose of 
building bridges across Twitchell Creek, I believe the record before 
the committee will bear me out in saying that Mr. Goodelle there 
admitted that this money had been so used. At all events the 
records of the committee are open to the public and the facts can 
be easily ascertained. 

As to the profit derived by the writer or any of the water com- 
missioners from their State dam, or any other, I would say that it is 
only such as is derived by any manufacturer on the stream below, 
in having the water to use at a time when the water is very low. The 
writer stated before the committee that the building of the new 
cement dam was a positive detriment to us in getting our timber 
down the stream at an additional cost of $1,500 last year. Formerly 
the timber had been put into the river at that point and had floated 
away; but under the present conditions it has to be put in above the 
dam and then run through a sluiceway which is put into the dam for 
that purpose, and this requires a large amount of time, and last year 
our bill for this alone was about $1,500. 

Mr. Goodelle says in a recent article that it is all humbug about 
the commissioners having to keep the water not to exceed a cer- 
tain height in the reservoir. I am very much surprised at this state- 





ment, as he must know if the water were allowed to rise 12 inches 
or 15 inches above the crest of the dam that it would cover the 
bridge across the little runway just above the clubhouse and would 
endanger the bridge structure itself; so when he states these things 
he must of necessity know that it is not correct. The orders to the 
gate tenders are (these orders emanated originally from Albany) 
that they shall not allow the water to exceed 12 inches on the crest 
of the dam, that is to say, it is not to get higher than that; and if 
the spring floods come the gates are to be opened from time to time 
to maintain the proper level; then, as the water goes down, they 
are closed; so at the time of year when our company or any other 
is driving logs down the river it is entirely unnecessary to use the 
water from the State dam, as there is plenty of water in the river 
without it, and, as a matter of fact, we could get no more water 
through the gates than we would get over the top of the dam, and 
therefore it will be seen at once that the statement that the water 
commissioners or any other persons who use the Beaver River 
(which is a public highway for driving logs) are deriving benefit 
from the State dam is simply absurd. 

The attitude of Mr. Goodelle toward the water commission and 
toward the Beaver River reservoir in particular is rather strange, 
and hard to account for, when it is remembered that since the 
writer has been on the board of water commissioners, and at a 
time when there was a break in the old reservoir dam, the Beaver 
River Club called him into conference at their clubhouse and stated 
most emphatically that if the rumor were true that the State did 
not intend to repair the dam, as had been reported, that they should 
have an action against it for damages, as it would practically ruin 
their property; and at this conference Mr. Goodelle himself was 
present, besides many others of the club, and they seemed very much 
relieved when the writer assured them that there had been nothing 
of the kind talked of. There is no doubt that this is a fair sample 
of many cases which might be noted, if space permitted, where the 
building of reservoirs and the impounding of water has enhanced 
the value of the property surrounding it. 

To the statement of the honorable gentleman that the dam was 
built by a former forest commissioner, and had no other use than 
for the purpose of flooding logs down the river, I desire to enter 
my denial as follows: I do not know whether the man who had 
the original contract was a forest commissioner or not when he 
built the dam, but I do know that the dam was not built for that 
purpose and has not been used for that purpose since its erection. 

Tt seems to us that if the opponents of water storage would be 
fairer in their statements regarding the facts which they wish to 
bring before the public that they would serve their own purpose 
better than they now do. There is no denying the fact that the 
Beaver River Club tried to make arrangements with Mrs. Fisher, 
who owns a large tract of land around the reservoir, and with the 
International Paper Company, to post all their land, and thereby 
prevent anyone except the members of the club from hunting and 
fishing thereon. It would seem, Mr. Editor, that the time is coming 
when the common people should have a few rights in the great 
Adirondack wilderness which the State is so proud to own. So 
far as the records show there has never been a lumberman, (and 
some own large tracts of timberland) who has posted his land 
or attempted in any way to prevent the public from hunting and 
fishing thereon, and the whole fight against the use of the Adir- 
ondacks for the storage of water, which might afterward be turned 
into a valuable asset to the State, is being put up by club people and 
private individuals who own parks in the Adirondacks and de- 
sire to exclude all others, and are endeavoring by erroneous state- 
ments through the press to enlist the general public to promote their 
private interests in hunting and fishing in the Adirondacks to the 
exclusion of the public.

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PACIFIC COAST TRADE NEWS. 


Demand on the Increase—Getting More Difficult to Get Goods 
From the East—Wrapping Paper and Paper Bags in Big 
Demand—Prices Have Been Advanced on All Grades. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

SAN Francisco, Cal., March 25, 1907.—The local and Coast de- 
mand for paper of nearly every kind and grade is on the increase, 
and the securing of stock from the East is more difficult even than 
a month ago. The rail freight situation, which had improved some- 
what, has become more congested than ever, owing to lack of suffi- 
cient cars for the transportation of goods. The railroad manage- 
ment tries to throw the blame upon the local wholesalers by assert- 
ing that they fail to unload the cars consigned to them promptly 
upon their arrival in the railroad yards or on the individual spur 
tracks. This contention is denied by most of the merchants in the 
wholesale district. 

Rail transportation from mills in this State, the Floriston Pulp 
and Paper Company's mill at Floriston, for instance, is very slow, 
especially since the flood in the Truckee River overflowed and 
interfered for several days with the running of trains. The 
Crown Paper Company's shipments by rail from Oregon are also 
interfered with, but a great deal of its business can be handled 
by the water route. 

A tremendous and growing demand for wrapping paper is re- 
ported, exceeding that before the fire. It is said by large depart- 
ment store managers that there are more retail stores in the city 
now than before the fire, although many are quite small, and they 
have hurt the business of the big department concerns. Paper 
bags are in great demand by the many new stores, and it is im- 
possible to fill all of the orders. The handling of the very low 
priced Eastern made paper bags, many of which are sold in this 
market, could well be dispensed with, it seems, as there is no sat- 
isfaction in handling them, either by wholesalers, retailers or cus- 
tomers of the stores using them for dispensing goods. All kinds 
of building and roofing papers are in great demand, owing to the 
big building boom, which is rapidly opening up, notwithstanding 
the heavy rains. Prices of all grades of paper have advanced dur- 
ing the past months on Eastern advices. 

The new embargo by the railroads on freight to Tonopah and 
Goldfield is a great annoyance to the wholesale paper dealers, and 
if it continues many days longer the daily papers in these new 
Nevada mining districts will have to resort to extraordinary means 
to secure news paper. The express rate from San Francisco is 
about 14 cents a pound. Several of the Goldfield newspapers have 
quite large circulations on the Coast and in the East, and con- 
sume a good dea! of paper. 

The Floriston Pulp and Paper Company’s mill at Floriston, Cal., 
was forced to shut down, owing to the unprecedented rise in the 
Truckee River, which, owing to the spring freshet caused by heavy 
rains and melting snow, overflowed its banks at that point. The 
basements of some of the buildings at that plant were flooded, but 
no serious damage was done to stock. The shipment of paper and 
materials was temporarily retarded by the damage to the railroad 
tracks, 

The Everett Pulp and Paper Company, of Everett, Wash., is 
running its plant about as usual, and fair shipments are being 
made to the San Francisco market. James I. Taylor, the San 
Francisco representative of this company, has recovered from a 
severe attack of “grippe,” which confined him to his home ‘for sev- 
eral weeks. 

Blake, Moffitt & Towne, who have abandoned their temporary 
offices in Oakland occupied since the fire, are now well established 
in their large new paper warehouse at 1400 Fourth street, in this 
city. The building occupies a space of 150x200 feet at the corner 
of Fourth and Michigan, streets, being conveniently near the rail- 


road freight sheds. A large stock of paper is already on hand. 
Just what this company will do for a downtown store has not been 
announced by the management. It is possible that they are wait- 
ing to see just where the new business centre will be located. 
Many new permanent buildings are approaching completion down- 
town, and more are being started. A number of wholesale sta- 
tioners and large printing concerns, such as McNutt-Kahn & Co., 
Sanborn, Vail & Co. and H. S. Crocker & Co., have located plants 
as far south of Market as Folsom street, or farther, and others, 
such as the Schwabacher-Frey Company and E. C. Hughes & Co., 
printers, will follow soon. Consequently, it is safe to say that 
the central portion of the heavy wholesale district, where large 
quantities of paper will be needed, will be within a few blocks 
of the corner of First and Folsom streets. Hence, it is more than 
probable that most of the wholesale paper houses which will hold 
the business of the future will have stores in the district mentioned. 

The Pacific Coast Paper Company's new building is going up 
on Mission street, between First and Second streets, within three 
blocks of First and Folsom. 

The brick walls of A. Zellerbach & Sons’ new six story paper 
warehouse building, on the southeast corner of Jackson and Bat- 
tery streets, have reached the sixth and final story. The new 
place will be fitted up with all possibile dispatch after the roof is 
on, and the building will be occupied at the earliest possible mo- 
ment with the largest stock of paper west of St. Louis. The 
heads of the sales and delivery departments have taken extra pains 
to plan for the utilization of the space allotted to their respective 
departments to the very best advantage. A number of special de- 
vices will be adopted for the rapid handling of paper in receiving, 
storing and shipping to local and outside customers. Electric 
traveling hoists will be used for stacking up cases of paper in the 
warehouse and electric dumbwaiters for handling small orders. 

The company is still rushed with business, and has a large stock 
distributed among a number of local warehouses. The slow process 
of getting orders filled at the Eastern mills and then transported 
to the Coast proves a great hardship to this firm, in common with 
all others; but such immense quantities of paper were ordered 
long ago that customers can be supplied with considerable prompt- 
ness in most cases. A lease of a desirable site at the corner of 
Seventh and Franklin streets has been signed, and the excavation 
for the foundation and basement of A. Zellerbach & Sons’ new 
paper warehouse in Oakland, Cal., is now in progress. A hand- 
some three story and basement structure will be erected with all 
possible haste. The management hopes to occupy the new plant 
some time during the summer with a large stock of paper for the 
supply of Oakland, Berkeley, Alameda and other transbay cities 
and towns. The present branch store, on Eleventh street, in Oak- 
land, is doing a flourishing business. Blake, Moffitt & Towne have 
moved from their temporary quarters in Oakland to San Fran- 
cisco, and the Pacific Coast Paper Company will do the same as 
soon as its new building is completed, leaving the Zellerbach con- 
cern the only San Francisco branch paper house in Oakland. 

The almost constant rain during the past month has retarded 
the construction of the Pacific Coast Paper Company's new five 
story building on Mission street. All of the materials are on the 
ground, however, and the work will be rushed as soon as the 
weather permits. The total rainfall is now several inches above 
normal, and it is still raining. The management of this company 
is still doing business under difficulties from its Oakland head- 
quarters, with good stocks in warehouses in San Francisco. Rail 
shipments from Chicago might be a great deal better, but this 
company is getting a good share of the paper that gradually finds 
its way to the Coast. . 

Herbert Fleishhacker, of A. Fleishhacker & Co., has taken the 
position of manager of the London, Paris and American Bank of 
San Francisco, and will give his attention to that financial institu-

The tugboat Pejepscot, a picture of which is shown below, has 
just been built by the Portland Company, of Portland, Me., for the

In the after 
part of the main house are four finely appointed state rooms to be 
used as guest rooms.

The 
boat is lighted in every part by electricity and is supplied with a 
14 inch Rushmore searchlight. She has a complete outfit of inde- 
pendent auxiliaries, and no expense has been spared to make her 
one of the finest boats on the coast. She is painted a light cream 
color, with Government buff trimmings. Her stack is buff, with two 
broad dark bands at the top as a private signal. The speed devel- 
oped by this boat on her trial trip, under normal conditions, was 
about 14 miles per hour. 


Agreement on Postal Rates to Canada. 


WasuinotoN, April 1, 1907——At a conference between Post- 
master General Lemieux, of Canada, and Postmaster General 
Meyer, of the United States, in this city today, an agreement was 
reached to amend the postal convention existing between the two 
countries in so far as it affects the transmission of newspapers and

The Pejepscot is one of the finest boats on the coast, and is fitted 
up more as a yacht than as an ordinary towing machine. She is 
109 feet long, 23 feet beam and 10 feet 9 inches deep. She has a 
Scotch boiler 12 feet in diameter and 12 feet long, with three fur- 
naces and a working steam pressure of 165 pounds. The engine is 
compound 15—32x22 inches, and has a normal horse power of 450, 
and in emergencies can be worked up to about 600. The Pejepscot 
was delivered to the owners last week, a large party coming up 
from Brunswick, Me., to take the sail from Portland to Bath, which 
is to be her hailing place. Her principal business will be towing 
the pulp wood from New Brunswick, Canada, to Bath, Me., where

The blowing out of a cylinder head of the engine in the Interna- 
tional Paper Company’s mill at Glen Park, Watertown, N. Y., on 
Wednesday of last week compelled a week’s shutdown for repairs. 
No one was in the engine room at the time of the accident and no 
one was injured. The mill will be running again this week. * 

The John Strange Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., is pre- 
paring to make some important alterations and changes in its mill. 
Ground is being cleared for the building of an extension to its 
present warehouse, and it is altogether probable that the company 
will throw out one of its present paper machines and replace it with 
a larger one of modern style. 

An immense new steel smokestack has been ordered by the Rock 
Falls Paper Mill at Rock Falls, Ill., to take the place of the one 
which is now crumbling to pieces. The present one has been up for 
three and a half years, and is now coming down by sections, which 
successively hurl themselves through the roof of the boiler room, 
to the great annoyance of the stokers. 

According to the word of General Manager John Gilkey, of the 
Michigan Paper Company, Plainwell, Mich., that institution has 
had its new mill in operation about three weeks, and everything 
is running smoothly. The new Smith-Winchester machine, 120 
inches in width, is giving splendid satisfaction. The 90 inch 
Fourdrinier is being entirely rebuilt and made as good as new. 
It will be installed in the spring. 

During the last week or ten days the movement of pulp wood to 
Fox River Valley (Wis.) points has been extremely brisk. More cars 
than before have been released for this duty, and the receipts have 
been very much greater than for a similar length of time before 
since the season opened. There is still scarcely any surplus wood 
in the yards, but it is believed that from now on the arrivals of 
wood will gain upon the requirements of the mills. 

The Parsons Paper Company, of Holyoke, Mass., is rebuilding 
the foundations of the engine room at the mill on Sargeant street, 
in that city. The company is making many improvements in that 
part of the mill, and when the repairs are finished the company will 
be in a better position to satisfactorily operate the machinery. The 
business of the mill has increased considerably during the past year, 
making the addition of new machinery from time to time necessary. 
Some time ago the company began the manufacture of a new grade 
of linen paper, which has found a good market among the users of 
fine grade papers. New sample books were sent to the trade some 
time since, which have received favorable consideration. 





The Mullen Paper Tester. 


In the accompanying illustration is shown the Mullen paper 
tester, a machine designed especially for registering the pressure 
exerted to break the paper. The machine itself is simply a small 
hydraulic press with a Crosby standard pressure gauge attached. 
The paper is clamped over one end of a cylinder filled with liquid, 
with flexible rubber diaphragm between the paper and the liquid, 


the diaphragm serving only to keep the liquid from moistening the 
paper. It will be readily seen that by this method the liquid, which 
is the breaking force, must conform perfectly to any irregularity 
which may happen to exist in the surface of the paper itself, or by 
reason of its not being properly clamped, and therefore the press- 
ure will be exerted uniformly over the entire surface of the paper 
exposed. By turning the hand wheel at the end of the cylinder 
pressure is brought to bear on the paper and the gauge at the same 
time, and through the same medium, the liquid. 

In this machine there is no chance for variation caused by fric- 
tion or lost motion, as may be the case in some testers where the 
force is transferred from the breaking point of the paper to an in- 
dicator by its complicated system of levers and springs. When 
the paper breaks under the test the hand on the gauge remains sta- 
tionary until reset by a special attachment similar to that of a 
stop watch, registering the exact number of pounds per square 
inch required-to break the paper. 

It is claimed for the Mullen tester that two samples of paper, 
uniformly made, of the same stock, of equal weight, thickness and 
finish, tested on this machine, will show exact uniform test. If the 
two samples are not uniformly made the irregularity of the test 





will show it. It iga rapid working machine, has no gears and acts 
direct upon the paper the instant the wheel is turned.

KataMazoo, Mich., April 2, 1907.—Joseph W. French, the vener- 
able president of French Paper Company, Niles, Mich., died Tues- 
day morning last at his home in that town, his demise being due 
to a second stroke of apoplexy. The funeral occurred Thursday, 
being conducted by Rev. J. S. Boyden, of Kalamazoo, a warm per- 
sonal friend of the deceased. 

Mr. French was nearly seventy-four years of age, having been 
born in Connecticut June 4, 1833. He came to Three Rivers, Mich., 
in 1854, and in 1856 married the wife who survives ‘him. In that 
year he also embarked in the paper making business, taking an in- 
terest in the Three Rivers Paper Company, the other party inter- 
ested being the firm of Bradner Smith & Co. In 1885 he became 





sole owner of the plant, and continued to operate the same until 
1904, when he disposed of the property to the Sheffield Car Com- 
pany and the Eddy Paper Company. 

In 1872 Mr. French, with J. B. and W. S. Millard, established 
a ground wood pulp mill at Niles, Mich., which was the beginning 
of the present French Paper Company. It was the first institution 
or its kind west of the Alleghanies, and the firm name was then 
French & Millard, being soon changed to the Michigan Wood Pulp 
Company, and in 1905 to the French Paper Company, the concern 
being controlled by Mr. French and his two sons, J. E. and Frank. 
Other paper making enterprises that enlisted his interest in the past 
were the Marinette and Menominee Paper Company, of Marinette,

Wis., and the Tippecanoe Paper Company, of Monticello, Ind. He 
sold his holdings in these two concerns in 1885. 

In politics Mr. French was a Republican. He had been presi- 
dent of Three Rivers, a member of the board of control of the 
Traverse City Asylum and a Michigan delegate to the national Re- 
publican convention that nominated Garfield in 1880. He belonged 
to the Baptist Church, holding many offices in that denomination. 
He gave largely to many projects of charity, but his kindness was 
only made known after his death, as he always refused to let his 
benefactions be known.

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DEBATE ON PRIZE SUBJECTS. 


At the Last Meeting of the Society of Cellstuff and Paper Chem- 
ists the Questions For Which Prizes Are Offered Were Dis- 
cussed—The Report of Interest to Prospective Competitors. 


For the benefit of those who may wish to compete for the prizes 
offered by the Society of Cellstuff and Paper Chemists for the 
best essays on the subjects selected, the following discussion by 
members of the at its last meeting may be of interest. 
The list of subjects, together with the awards to be made for the 
best essays, was printed in THe Paper Trape Journat of 
March 14. . 

The subjects of the prize questions were separately discussed, 
the facts elicited being of interest as bearing upon the prospective 
treatment of the various themes by the competitors and the pres-

ent situation of the various topics 
Question a (Willi Schacht). Rules for the purchase and testigg 
of filling substances for paper manufacture. 


Herr Schacht discriminated between the various kinds of clay- 


and gypsum used for the above purpose, offering to give in con- 
fidence, if requested, facts as to sources and tests of English, 
Austrian and German filling substances. The object in view was 
to promote the careful study by all members of the industry (even 
outside the association) of filling substances, their tests and their 
terms of purchase. Herr Schacht further remarked that this ques- 
tion had long been discussed without practical conclusions having 
been attained. He recommended tests for fineness and for richness 
or poorness of quality; rich filling substances being usually very 
fine, and a larger proportion consequently remaining on the paper. 
Dr. Klemm dissented from the last named opinion, in view of the 
numerous chemical and mechanical influences at work. Herr 
Schacht maintained that while richness of quality may not be 
solely dependent upon the degree of fineness, yet the finest filling 
substances usually prove to be the richest. Professor Hiibner, of 
Manchester, offered the use of his laboratory for preliminary ex- 
periments. 

Question b (Willi Schacht). What influence is exercised upon the 

qualities of paper by starch being used in its manufacture? 

Herr Schacht remarked that although the use of starch had 
diminished since the introduction of rosin sizing early in the nine- 
teenth century, it is still used in various ways, while opinions dif- 
fer as to its effects. Cheap potato starch is the kind most used, 
but little is known about its merits as compared with wheat and 
corn Much would, however, depend on the manner in 
which it is used. He considered the question to be answered in- 
cluded the following points: 

“First—For what purpose and in what manner can the various 
kinds of starch be most advantageously used in the manufacture 
of paper? Second—What are the effects of the employment of 
the various kinds of starch in the manufacture of paper, and in 
what manner are the mechanical and chemical properties of the 
paper thereby affected ?” 

In answering these questions the proofs of the quantity of starch 
in paper should be dealt with, existing formulas on this point being 
susceptible of improvement. 
Question c (Willi Schacht).

Herr Schacht. remarked that the abundant supply of fluid chlo- 
rine now available rendered that article of special interest to 
bleachers of pulp. After reviewing various other unsuitable forms 
of using chlorine liquid he remarked that in the prize paper it would 
only be advisable to deal with the system of working fluid chlorine 
with hydrate of lime for bleaching solutions, this method competing

Herr Dresel urged the advantage which the decaying industry of 
soda pulp manufacture would derive from a process for recovering 
the soda. Herr Gustav Schacht said that waste lye had been only 
used for sizing wrapping paper, on account of its dark brown color. 
The discussion of this question was combined with that of the fol- 
lowing one. 

Question f (Kommerzienrat M. Dresel). Best process for recover- 
ing rosin in making cellstuff from wood (without loss of soda). 

Herr Dresel expressed his opinion that the sample submitted by 
Herr Gustav Schacht showed the possibility of recovering from the 
waste lye the rosin which it now contains in a state of solution. Herr 
W. Schacht referred to the importance of finding a substitute for 
rosin, in view of the advanced price established by the American 
syndicate. The next best thing would be to return for sizing pur- 
poses to the use of saponifiable fats and oils of animal and vegetable 
origin. 

Questions g and f (Cross and Bevan, London). g. Determination 
of the specific weight of cellstuffs in different fluids. h. Separa- 
tion in water of the components of paper pulp by letting them 
settle in three grades (fractions) ; testing of these grades (a) 
for average length of fibre; (b) for technical value. 

These questions were submitted as being suited for practical ex- 
periment as wef as for laboratory research. Messrs. Cross and 
Bevan, being specialists on the subjects of these questions, selected 
them as being likely to elicit valuable information on the subjects 
named. 

Question i (Dr. Klein). . Causes of chemical losses in the prepara- 
tion of sulphite lye (oxidation, formation of thion acid) ; pre- 
vention of same with special reference to the effect of thion 
acid on the results of boiling as Mitscherlich maintained. ~ 

Dr. Klein remarked that although a lawsuit which turned upon 
the above question had been brought some years ago against a Ger- 
man firm, there was nothing on the subject in existing technical 
literature. 

Question k (Dr. Klein). Is there a difference in the strength of 
paper made from damp, air dried or machine dried pulp, if 
treated in the same manner in the Hollander, and if so what is 
the reason? 

In view of a paper in preparation by Dr. Hans Hofmann, the con- 
sideration of this question was postponed until the next general 
meeting. 

Question 7 (Dr. Klein). Why does paper firmly sized with rosin 
size and free acid sometimes lose its firmness when kept in 
stock a short time? 

Dr. Klein referred to the works of Martin Griffin, published in 
the Journal of the American Chemical Society, and considered the 
discussion of the above question would be productive of good.

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MAKING PURE WHITE PULP. 


By Employing a Certain Chemical Process Just Patented Raw 
Material of Almost Any Color Can Be Made to Produce 
Absolutely Pure White Pulp—The Process Stated. 


Albert Gagedois, a citizen of the French Republic, residing at 
Don, by Annceullin, Nord, France, has invented certain new and 
useful improvements in the production of white pulps, of which 
the following is a specification. United States Patent No. 848,361: 

Hitherto, as far as known to me, the production of pure white 
pulp for use in paper making has only been possible by using raw 
material which was white at starting and not much soiled. 

The process which forms the object of this invention enables 
pulps of pure and brilliant whiteness to be obtained by employing 
wood, hemp, jute, phormium, aloes and other similar vegetable 
products in the natural state, white or colored rags, old ropes and 
other waste material, even if colored, as also the white waste 
material from spinning works, hitherto exclusively employed for 
manufacturing white pulps. In order to effect this bleaching of 
materials, hitherto regarded as not capable of being utilized in 
the manufacture of white pulps for use in making white paper, the 
natural vegetable products are subjected to the following opera- 
tions preparatory to the bleaching: First, one or more lye wash- 
ings with lime or with soda, followed by a thorough washing, in 
the first place with acidulated water when lime lye has been used, 
and then with fresh clean water, so as to obtain a neutral pulp 
free from reagents; secondly, chlorination, in the case of wood 
pulps. This chlorination “is followed by the necessary washings 
with pure water in order to obtain a neutral pulp. The bleaching 
is then effected, the materials which have been treated with lye 
or with lye and chlorin being beaten for four to six hours in a 
bath constituted as follows: In the necessary quantity of clean 
cold water for well moistening the pulp to be converted into 
paper 2 to 3 kilograms of alkalin peroxide per 100 kilograms of 
material are dissolved, according to the quality of the material and 
the extent to which it is prepared for bleaching. To this solution 
10 to 30 kilograms of neutral alkalin silicates of 5° Baumé are 
added for each 100 kilograms of material. 

The function of the alkalin silicate is to retard the decomposition 
of the peroxide and allow the liberated oxygen to act gradually 


on the pulp to be bleached. This it does, in part, by obstructing .- 


the decomposition by heat and in part by thickening the mass, and 
thus obstructing the free escape of the nascent oxygen and com- 
pelling its contact with all of the particles of the pulp. During 
the heating, which is continuous, the temperature is gradually 
raised to about 80° centigrade. This increase of thé temperature 
is only intended to effect the decomposition of the peroxide in-the 
baths which does not contain any reagent, so that the oxidation is 
carried on gradually throughout the material without injury to 
the pulp under treatment. The alkalin silicate employed will be 
neutrdl, and it will not react on or affect the alkalin peroxide. The 
heat alone decomposes the peroxide, and the alkalin silicate merely 
acts mechanically to retard, as above explained. The pulp is then 
washed with clean cold water and subjected to the following opera- 
tions: First, soaping in a tub or trough provided with a stirrer; 
secondly, chlorination, followed by the necessary washings for 
eliminating all traces of chlorin. 

If the materials employed in the manufacture of the white paper 
are waste colored fabrics, the lye washings are preceded by a 
decoloring operation consisting in beating the said fabrics in a 
solution of nitric acid of 2° Baumé containing 15 to 20 per cent.

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THE CHINESE PAPER MARKET. 


Recent Developments Tend to Show That China Affords a Good 
Field for American Made Paper—Consumption at Present 
Confined Mostly to Newspapers and Advertising. 


Experience has lately shown that China affords extremely good 
opportunities for the development of the European and American 
paper export trade, and opportunities which are likely to improve 
for a long time to come, says a writer in Centralblatt 
fiir Papier. At present the demand is connected chiefly 
with newspapers and with advertising. It is, of course, 
the modernization of Japan which is responsible for this fortu- 
nate state of affairs. The position of the newspaper business in 
China is now highly interesting, both from a commercial point 
of view and from that of civilization. The Celestial Kingdom 
possesses two kinds of periodical publications—those in the ver- 
nacular and those in foreign languages. The number of the lat- 
ter is surprising when we consider how very few the foreigners 
resident in China are compared with the native population. Shang, 
hai has five daily papers, three English morning papers, and one 
English and one French evening paper. There are also six week- 
ly papers, one German, four Chinese daily papers and a large 
number of Chinese weekly papers. Many leaflets and other pub- 
lications are also issued in Chinese by the missions all over 
China. In Hongkong there are four English and six Chinese 
daily papers and many publications in English on technical sub- 
jects, and in Chinese on religious matters. English papers can 
be bought in every Chinese commercial town of any importance. 
These facts show what a field there is for the import of newspaper 
paper into China, but this field is not likely to increase rapidly 
as yet, nor until newspapers become current articles of trade in 
the interior. 

The important share possessed by Great Britain in the im- 
ports of paper to China is justified by the overwhelming pre- 
ponderance of English journals among those there current, and 
the fact that most of the Chinese missions are English, and by 
the leading part which Great Britain has taken in developing 
Chinese journalism. The only noteworthy place taken by Ger- 
many in the Chinese import trade is in packing and tissue papers. 
In many cases hand-made paper is produced so cheaply in China 
that even Germany cannot compete with it. In other cases—e. g., 
cardboard—Japan can supply China more cheaply than can any 
other country. What has just now been said applies especially 
to writing paper, the manufacture of which is a very old Chinese 
industry. Whether the Chinese were the first paper makers or 
not, it is at least certain that they have made splendid writing 
paper for many centuries. In fact, nearly all the present im- 
ports of writing paper into China are for the use of foreign 
residents. 

The Chinese demand for cigarette papers is covered almost 
exclusively by Austria, but the Austrian trade has to fight against 
the importation of cigarettes from America and against the manu- 
facture of cigarettes by an American firm in Shanghai. At present 
it is holding its ground completely, as the Chinese much prefer 
making their own cigarettes, and those who try the ready made 
ones always go back to the others. 

A most important article for export to China is thin, cheap 
paper for show cards and posters, and here we have what is 
just now the most promising field, for these papers are used by 
the Chinese for religious purposes, in addition’ to every use to 
which they are put in Europe. 

Posters are painted on one side with loud colors, usually red 
or yellow, in many Chinese towns, especially at Fatshan, near 
Canton. The European exporters who tried to sell ready painted 
paper to the Chinese came to grief, because the extra price they 
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charged for the paper made it cheaper to do the painting m 
China, although their unpainted paper was cheaper in China than 
the Chinese unpainted paper which was hand made. Hence 
Europeans must leave the Chinese to do the coloring, for which 
there are large native works at Fatshan. The paper exported to 
China must be thin and light, and well sized to prevent the thick 
mineral and coal tar colors used from penetrating. The paper 
must be white, and must show the colors through. It must also 
be supplied in lengths of 4 or 5 feet at least, like the Chinese 
hand-made paper. Nevertheless, although the quality must be 
fair, more stress is laid upon the prices. Fatshan imports adver- 
tisement paper to the extent of about $1,000,000 annually. The 
United States have of late retired almost entirely from supply- 
ing this class of goods to China, and the field is just now prac- 
tically open. 


Tests for Paper. 

Amongst the tests specified in Herzberg’s work on the above 
subject is a preliminary solution, consisting of a mixture of one 
part iodine, two parts iodide of potassium and twenty parts water. 
The following results are produced:

For mechanical wood pulp, the following simple chemical test 
is suggested: Three parts of boiling nitric acid are mixed with 
one part of concentrated sulphuric acid. A drop of this mixture 
will instantaneously produce a yellowish brown stain on the paper 
if there is a small quantity of wood. The stain will turn into a 
dark brown if the proportion of wood is greater. If there is no 
wood at all in the paper, the stain will be scarcely visible, and after 
drying the paper will be slightly tinged with gray. 

A microscopic test is made by boiling a piece of paper for fifteen 
minutes in a strong solution of carbonate of soda, which dissolves 
all foreign substances, size, etc., and separates the fibres. When 
made of mechanical pulp the paper assumes, during boiling, a 
brown tinge. If the paper is unsized it is merely boiled in pure 
water and afterward washed on a finely meshed white metal 
screen in order, if necessary, to remove the alkali. It is then 
brought to a soft pulp in a porcelain mortar. If the paper is col- 
ored the color must be removed with soda, hydrochloric acid or 
other reagents. If wool is supposed to be present a mixture of 
mrethyl spirit and water would be used in place of soda. 

A small quantity of this soft pulp free from size and from color- 
ing is placed in the microscope between two platinum needles. 
The excess of moisture is to be removed by means of a small piece 
of blotting paper. To determine the nature of the fibres it is 
necessary to magnify them 300 times. 

For the purpose of distinguishing animal from vegetable fibres 
the Moniteur de |'Industrie du Papier quotes the following re- 
ceipt from Dingler’s Polytechnic Journal: After boiling the paper 
in pure water a small quantity of the pulp obtained is placed in a 
test glass, with a little water and a solution of 20 per cent. of 
naphthol in alcohol. An equal quantity of concentrated sulphuric 
acid is added; complete dissolution and a violet tint resulting if 
the fibre is of vegetable origin. If it is an animal fibre the color 
is yellowish or a reddish brown. The sulphuric acid in the 
former case changes the cellulose of the vegetable fibre into sugar, 
while in the latter the animal fibre is not affected.

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PREFERENCES IN LUBRICATING OILS. 


The Difference of Opinion Among Engineers in Regard to the 
Best Oil for Lubricating Is an Interesting Study— 
Reasons for Their Preferences—Qualities of Oils. 


There has been a great amount of controversy among engineers 
in regard to lubricating oils, says a writer in the Paint, Oil and 
Drug Reporter. One engineer will adopt a certain brand of oil 
and adhere to it because it does not gum up or deposit carbon 
upon the surfaces. Another erigineer has his whims regarding an 
oil because of its viscosity—its heavy qualities and power to stick 
to any surface it touches. 

In one large manufactory I call to mind there were three sepa- 
rate factories. The engineers in charge of their respective plants 
had certain fancies, pertaining to lubricating oils, that were hard 
to combat. Apropos, one wanted a heavy oil for large engines and 
heavy shaftings. Another wanted a medium oil with a high flash 
test. The third, perhaps a little more proficient in the trade, de- 
sired an oil of high degree of viscosity that would not gum up, get* 
sour or thick at the bottom and thin at the top, and would contain 
no acid or alkali. In consequence of these views they all used 
different oils. We know that the majority of cylinder oils contain 
more or less tallow, for the reason that a pure mineral oil of 
a low flash test will not stick to hot cylinder walls but will wash 
off without lubricating the surfaces over which it passes. This is a 
fact, even if the oil has a flash test above the temperature of the 
steam. If it is possible to obtain a mineral oil of a flash test of 
670° Fahrenheit or over then no compounding is necessary. 

We are again doubtful of the materials used in compounding. 
Let us examine the nature of tallow oil, one of the constituents. 
Tallow is the solid fat of the sheep or ox. Before rendering, it is 
customary to break up the tissues by grinding with hollow rolls 
having a rough surface and heated by steam. The rendered tallow 
solidifies at about 34° to 45° Centigrade, and is graded according 
to its appearance, hardness, odor and rancidity. It consists of 
about two-thirds palmitin and stearin, and one-third olein. Its 
density at 99° Centigrade is 0.860 to 0.862; saponification value, 
195; iodine value, 40. Tallow oil consists mainly of olein, and is 
obtained by pressing tallow. But tallow oil containing acid is not 
suitable for lubricating purposes, hence caustic soda must be used 
to neutralize the acid effect. Paraffine in lubricating oils is said 
to reduce its viscosity and cause it to become gummy. It is used 
with discretion. We know the result from using acid tallow oil. 
It will cut the bearings and attack any metal within, although 
slowly, yet by concentration because of heat it makes its way 
through the hardest of material and causes in time great expense 
in repairs. 

Castor oil because of its high viscosity over that of any other oil 
at ordinary temperature is largely used as a lubricant for heavy 
machinery. But there have been introduced upon the market many 
substitutes for castor oil, such as “blown oils” made by blowing 
air through hot cottonseed, linseed, lard or rape oil, whereby it is 
partially oxidized and converted into a thick viscous oil of very 
high gravity. Lard oil is used in the preparation of many lubri- 
cants. The Pennsylvania Railroad has adopted for its engines the 
mixture of lard oil and paraffine oil in equal parts. Lard oil is 
prepared by cold pressing lard. The best quality is limpid and 
colorless, and consists of olein, with some palmitin and stearin, 
the quantity of these latter depending upon the temperature of the 
pressing; poor grades having a brown color and offensive odor. 
But it is freely adulterated with cottonseed oil, cocoanut 
olein, “neutral mineral oil,” or rape oil. But I have seen a motor 
running in oil in which the zinc boxes have been literally eaten 
away because of the acid in the tallow or lard oil compounded in 
the oil. Lard and tallow at high temperatures occasioned by fric- 
tion will give an acid reaction toward litmus. 





In the above cited case the continual working of the parts lubri- 
cated the tendency was to churn the oil, and at each revolution a 
curdly mass would be splashed against the side of the zinc box, 
and in time form a gummy, soapy mass, that would require a con- 
siderable amount of time to clean out and scour thoroughly before 
the introduction of more oil. 

Palm oil is obtained from the fruit of several varieties of palm 
native to the west coast of Africa. When fresh it is red, but on 
standing and if exposed to the sunlight it becomes brownish 
yellow. It is bleached by blowing hot air upon it. This oil is 
one of the many used in compounding, but in the United States 
its use is limited. 

Neatsfoot oil, made by boiling the feet and shin bones of cattle in 
water, is a yellow oil, depositing stearin upon standing. It is nearly 
pure olein and does not become rancid readily nor gummy when 
used on machinery. Some excellent lubricating oils have been 
manufactured in which the main body has been neatsfoot oil. It 
answers all the requirements of a fine lubricator, but when cost 
enters into the case it is really only the consumer making his own 
compounding with the neatsfoot oil that heralds its good qualities, 
for the manufacturer cannot afford to sell oil at the figure such 
an oil would command. There are too many competitors, and the 
case of the salesmen with lubricating oils is identical with the sales- 
men of like commodities, 

Take, for instance, rapeseed oil; the lighter colored and best 
grades are called colza oil, rape oil being applied to the commoner 
grades. This colza oil is adulterated with hemp, cottonseed or fish 
oils and rosin oils, and to obtain a pure oil it is questionable. Yet 
this same oil, if pure, is used as the standard for measuring vis- 
cosity, a very important test in oil industries. Rosin oil, white 
neutral oil and degras are used in making special mixtures. Rosin 
oil gives a very stringy oil when compounded. White neutral is 
used to thin steam refined oils of 600 degrees. Degras is used 
as a low cold test factor. This low cold test action is made use 
of in hot boxes and journals where no other ingredient will do 
the work, 


The subject “Lubricating Oils” may appear unimportant to many 
readers. But just stop and consider the benefit derived from the 
oil and its utilization. In the first place, we ride in the morning 
to our business without the least thought why the car is moving 
so easily. We do not reflect that the large power station is con- 
suming every day four or five barrels of lubricant, which is abso- 
lutely necessary for a perfect working system. Then there are the 
elevators in the numerous buildings and dwellings, the locomotives, 
trolleys, the electric lighting plant and all large industries depend- 
ing every morning for their motive force upon the huge engines 
which are fed so regularly with the oil, and in case of any inatten- 
tion of the engineer’s assistant to properly fill this certain oil cup 
then there is soon steaming, a wearing on the metal, causing a 
“hot box,” and this means a sudden cessation of power. This 
means a loss to all concerned, both in time and money. To divest 
lubricating oils of their place in the manufacturing world as an 
essential article of merit is like depriving mankind of its daily food. 


Donnalley Gets Rate on Straw Reduced, 


L. W. Donnalley, traffic manager of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, New York, appeared before the State Railroad 
Commissioners of Ohio, at Columbus, last week to protest against 
an advance of 5 cents per hundred on all classes of raw materials, 
including straw entering the State. The commisSioners had or- 
dered all common carriers in that State to adopt the advance. 
Mr. Donnalley during the hearing convinced the commissioners 
that the advance on straw as a raw material was unwarranted, 
and they finally decided to eliminate straw from the list of raw 
materials which are affected by the new ruling.

PAPER.—The old business already booked by the mills and the 
jobbing trade is still of large volume, and is in itself quite suffi- 
cient to keep the manufacturing and distributing branches of the 
industry busy for some little time yet. A number of the leading 
manufacturers and dealers, when asked this week if new orders 
were just as plentiful, replied in the negative. New business on all 
grades of paper, with the possible exception of News paper, was 
much lighter. The decrease was not so noticeable from the manu- 
facturer’s point of view as it was from the dealer's. This is be- 
cause the jobbers are in direct touch with the channels of consump- 
tion, and are thus better able to keep their fingers on the pulse of 
the market. The slump in new business was quite general during 
the week, and no one seemed willing to vouchsafe any particular 
reason for the decline. Consumers either expect lower prices or 
are awaiting increased shipments on their old orders. Now that 
water conditions are gradually improving an increase in the output 
of Ground Wood and Sulphite will naturally follow. This will 
enable the paper mills to increase their production considerably. 
The market at present is many thousands of tons short, and even 
under the improved conditions it will take some time to care for 
the prevailing shortage. We quote:

WOOD PULP.—tThe continued mild weather has brought about 
a big improvement in water conditions at many points. The ma- 
jority of the pulp mills are now running on full time with the ex- 
ception of a few in the West. Some of the mills are accumulating 
a little surplus. The market was a little easier this week, and a 
decline in prices is expected in a short time if climatic conditions 
continue as favorable as at present. 

WOOD FIBRES.—The demand for Foreign Sulphites was quite 
lively during the week, especially on small spot lots of Unbleached. 
Importers received quite a few inquiries, some of which came from 
entirely new quarters. The foreign mills have not as yet made 
any attempt to increase, prices, and it is not very likely that they 


will carry out the proposed change. The scarcity of the Domestic 
product is still quite general, but with the water supply gradually 
improving some relief is looked for shortly. Prices are being 
maintained on a very firm basis, and quotations are expected to re- 
main unchanged for an indefinite period. We quote:

Paper Pulp From Textile Plants. 

An invention is described in the Revue de la Papeterie for 
treating the straw of flax or of other textile plants, in order to 
separate the fibre from the ligneous substance, the former being 
made into pulp and the latter used in the manufacture of card- 
board and common paper, or for other purposes. This process, 
being specially intended for adoption with straw where the plant 
has been grown for seed (and not for use as a textile substance), 
should be of special interest to the farmers of the West, where the 
utilization of flax straw has long been the subject of experiment. 

The chemical treatment is based on the fact that the fibre is a 
pecto-cellulose and the ligneous substance a ligno-cellulose, the 
symbols being respectively C?H"“O” and C*H"*O’, while the symbol 
of cellulose is C°H”*O*, 

After being crushed and aired (foreign substances being re- 
moved during the latter operation), the straw is subjected to a 
process for dissolving the substance which binds the fibres to- 
gether and causes the ligneous substance to adhere to the bunches 
of fibres. This can be effected by retting, by the action of steam 
or by soda (NaOH), etc. 

This mixture of fibre and ligneous substance is then subjected 
to the action of an oxidizing agent, such as free chlorine (Cl), 
chloride of lime Ca(OCl)*, or any other agent producing the 
same result. This operation should cease at the exact moment 
when the ligneous substance is sufficiently oxidized, and before 
the fibre has undergone any transformation. 

By means of an alkaline bath the straw is brought up to a tem- 
perature of nearly 150° C. (302° Fahr.), the following being the 
most suitable composition for the bath:

By these three operations (the order of which can be changed) 
the ligneous substance can be entirely resolved without the fibre 
being affected. A careful washing over Wire cloths of suitable mesh 
permits the elimination of all traces of ligneous substance and the 
obtaining of pure fibre, which is then transformed into paper pulp 
by the ordinary processes. 


Certificate Must Go With Italian Pulp Imports. 


In the interest of exporters of wood pulp the announcement 
has been sent out by the Italian Chamber of Commerce that be- 
ginning April 1 shipments to Italy in order to enter free must 
be accompanied by a certificate showing the country of origin 
of the product. This certificate will be issued by the chamber 
on presentation of the bill of lading and an affidavit sworn to 
before a notary public, or on presentation of the original in- 
voice of the manufacturing concern. In the absence of such a 
certificate a duty of 2 lire per 100 kilos. will beyassessed. Hith- 
erto the entry of wood pulp into Italy has been free without a 
certificate being required, but a tariff will now be imposed except 
on shipments coming from countries with which Italy has a 
reciprocal commercial treaty. For this reason the certificate of 
origin will be required.
